Claims 1, 2, 12 to 15 (depending from claim 1) relate td a packet format and a method using that format including a list 
of neighbouring devices and corresponding timeslots. 

Claims 3 to 9 and 11 (depending from claim 3 difficult to resolve dependency) relate to a method of date encoding 
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devices or corresponding timeslots. The protocol includes a number of states sleep, wake up, scan, listen, normal and 
net\^^ork. In the normal state a device is allocated a timeslot without being synchronised to other devices and transmits 




alternate of its timeslots. 
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
